Lewis and His C. I. O. Are 
Moving Forward 

V OU'VE got to hand it to John L. 
* Lewis. Tlie beetle-browed leader 
of the C. I. O. is going places and 
doing things, despite several set¬ 
backs in his plans 
to unionize all in¬ 
dustry. The steel 
magnates are yield¬ 
ing to a great ex¬ 
tent, and the threat 
of a general strike 
in that industry is 
fading out. With the 
Carnegie - Illinois 
corporation, largest 
subsidiary of United 
States Steel, leading 
the way, the biggest 
concerns in that industry are grant¬ 
ing increases in wages and the 40 
hour week, and agreeing to deal 
with the unions affiliated with the 
C. I. O. This is the first time in 
45 years that "Big Steel" has recog¬ 
nized union labor as a bargaining 
agency for its employees. 

Lewis and Philip Murray, chair¬ 
man of the steel workers' organiz¬ 
ing committee, were jubilant, but 
the Carnegie-IUinois corporation is¬ 
sued an official statement that toned 
them down a bit. 

"The company will recognize any 
individual, group, or organization as 
the spokesmen for those employees 
it represents,” the statement said, 
“but it will not recognize any single 
organization or group as the exclu¬ 
sive bargaining agency for all em¬ 
ployees. 

“Under this policy the status of 
the employee representation plan is 
likewise unchanged. It will continue 
as the spokesman for those of the 
employees who prefer that method 
of collective bargaining, which has 
proved so mutually satisfactory 
throughout its existence.” 

The General Electric company 
declared its willingness to discuss 
a national collective bargaining 
agreement with the United Electric¬ 
al Workers, a C I. O. affiliate; and 
the indications were that Lewis and 
the Appalachian coal operators 
would be able to negotiate a new 
wage and hour agreement in time 
to avert a coal miners' strike. 

The C. T. O. announced the forma¬ 
tion of the United Shoe Workers of 
America with a nucleus of 20.000 
members and went after New Eng¬ 
land's shoe industry. Still more im¬ 
portant, Lewis and his aids let it 
be known that the next target of the 
C. I. O drive would be the textile 
industry.

Miss Perkins, you see, is a long, 
long way ahead of most of us or- 
: dinary folks when it comes to mat¬ 
ters affecting labor, and what she 
had in mind was that once upon a 
time, a long, long time ago, it 
was a crime for workmen to leave 
their country and go to another in 
search of work or better wages. It 
was a crime of conspiracy for work¬ 
men to organize for better wages. 
The whole story of labor organiza¬ 
tions is one of long struggle for the 
right to bargain collectively; hence 
the advanced thinkers feel there is a 
philosophy of equity in the idea of 
a sit-down strike which some day 
will become an actual legal right. 
Defenders of the sit-down strike tell 
the sitters-down: "your job is your 
personal property.” But the courts 
j apparently seem on their way to 
j issue writs and injunctions against 
the workers who take over a prop- 
I erty and own it for the time being. 

But the mass of Americans look 
j on the sit-down strike as something 
| too socialistic, too European. The 
strike which has become legal and 
which the old time labor union men 
endorse is a stoppage of work, with 
I the workers leaving their jobs. 

The sit-down strike is important 
nationally because it is used by the 
followers of that great figure in 
present day labor affairs, John Lew¬ 
is, heading labor’s committee for 
industrial organization. Lewis will 
go far unless lie is cut down by 
fate or politics of some sort. Right 
now he is as much opposed by his 
conservative friends in the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor (the old 
line craft union guild) as he is by 
j industrial magnates. So its a three 
! cornered fight. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is 
! as much opposed to the sit-down 
strike as he is opposed to the Tory 
industrial magnate. Green thinks 
the sit-down strike is Fascist in 
style and completely undemocratic. 


the troubles on their shoulders. Gov¬ 
ernor Murphy of Michigan who is 
credited here with success In his 
handling of the Flint strike, man¬ 
aged to get by without major blood¬ 
shed at least. He had most of the 
national guard of the state there;

Other governors, though are 
more hard boiled about it then Mur¬ 
phy. Governor Cross of Connecti¬ 
cut serves notice that he is against 
sit-down strikes; none to be allowed 
to thrive while he is governor, he 
says. Governor Henry Horner of 
Illinois, a man of great humanity 
and sympathies and a former judge, 
declares there is no warrant in law 
justifying occupation of others’ 
property in a sit-down strike. Hoff¬ 
man of New Jersey is exceedingly 
hard-boiled in advance. These 
samples of governors’ attitudes in¬ 
dicate a patchwork policy of han¬ 
dling these outbreaks. 

There is certainly nothing but 
acute boredom here for the rather 
picayunish strikes that followed in 
the General Motors’ wake. If labor 
organizers only knew it, there is a 
feeling here that the motor indus¬ 
try’s workers were justified in ask¬ 
ing for better wages and working 
conditions (regardless of the legal¬ 
ity of their methods) but some of [ 
the small-time sit-down strikes else- ( 
where have turned into comedies. 
When Lewis engineered his motor 
strike he played an ace; but there 
is no reason to play an ace when 
a two-spot will do.

Rails were replaced, track beds re¬ 
aligned, whole new trains built; and 
all this brought men back to work 
after long lay-offs. Much of the 
streamlining of trains is PWA stuff.

FIRST-AID TO AILING HOUSE

DOING OVER A WORN 
VARNISHED FLOOR 

\\l FAR on a floor first shows at 
' ’ doorways. That is where a 
varnish finish first gives out. With 
the varnish on the rest of the floor 
in good condition, the worn place 
can be patched. The first move is 
to go over it with sandpaper, and 
then to wipe with a cloth damp 
with turpentine to take up all traces 
of dust. Varnishing of the worn spot 
should begin in the middle, with 
the varnish brushed toward the 
edges. In this way the edge of the 
patch should not show; if it does, 
the joint cun be lightly rubbed with 
fine sandpaper. When this coat is 
hard, a second coat should be put 
on in the same way. 

Should the varnish on a floor ap¬ 
pear dingy, although not worn 
through, a single thin coat of var¬ 
nish all over will restore its fresh¬ 
ness. Before varnishing, the floor 
should be washed. A floor should 
be washed in sections—not all over 
at one time. Thick suds of a pure 
soap should first be used, followed 
by clean cloths dump with clear 
water to remove all traces of the 
soap. A washed section should then 
be wiped dry and washing continued 
on an adjoining section. A wood 
floor should not be flooded with 
water; in washing, no more water 
should be used than necessary. 
Even so, some water will soak in, 
and a washed floor should have at 
least twenty-four hours drying be¬ 
fore being varnished. 

Good quality floor varnish should 
be used; inexpensive varnishes will [ 
quickly scratch and wear. A can of 
varnish should not be shaken or 
violently stirred, for either of these j 
will produce air bubbles in the var¬ 
nish that will mar the finished job. 
Beginning at one wall, the section 
should be varnished to the other 
wall, and then, returning to the 
start, the next width of strips should 
be varnished in the same way. Var¬ 
nish should be applied with a fairly 
full brush, and should always be 
brushed in straight strokes. Varnish 
is spread forward by carrying the 
brush in straight strokes over the 
same place until an entire brushful ; 
is spread in a thin coat. 

I With quick drying varmsh, and , 


if all of the furniture can be moved 
out, a floor can be given two coats of 
varnish in a day. Otherwise, the 
furniture should be moved to half 
the room while the other half of the 
floor is being varnished. This half 
should be finished before the furni¬ 
ture is moved back, to permit the 
varnishing of the rest of the floor. 

Varnishing should always begin 
across the room from a doorway, so 
that the worker can get out without 
harming the work.

The cross is accepted throughout 
the world as the emblem of the 
Christian church. The death of the 
Son of God for the sins of the world 
is a focal point not only in history 
but in theology. It is for this reason 
that we give so much study to the 
cross and its meaning. 

Calvary comes between Christmas 
and Easter. Jesus came as the 
Babe of Bethlehem—God incarnate 
in the flesh. He died for you and 
me. Death could not hold him. He 
arose in victory. He is now at the 
Father's right hand, an Advocate 
with the Father. He is coming 
again. Each statement is an in¬ 
dispensable truth! 

The assigned text gives only a 
portion of ihe moving account of 
the trial and crucifixion of Jesus

Few were the words he spoke, but 
1 fraught with more meaning than all 
j the words of men. 

2. Strong. All through his life 
! and in his death one is impressed 
I by his strength. All too often sacred 

art, drawing on its imagination, 
presents our Lord as an effeminate 
weakling. No; he was and is glor¬ 
iously strong. 

3. Sympathetic. We have already 
dwelt on his tender love for his 
mother. Gentleness is always an 
attribute of strength, not of weak¬ 
ness. 

4. The Saviour. When he cried 
“It is finished.” he did so in no 
weak submission to an inevitable 
death. No; he had wrought out re¬ 
demption, a complete and finished 
redemption for you and for me.

Grow a Few Uncommon 

Vegetables This Year 

U. S. Department of Agriculture Lists 
2,000 Different Varieties 

According to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture there are 2,000 separate 
varieties of vegetables grown in this 
country today. 

To the gardener whose huge, 
luscious tomatoes take prizes in the 
fall shows, and whose corn is known 
about the neighborhood for its sweet¬ 
ness, this may not be startling news; 
but to those ordinary amateurs who 
grow a pea. bean, corn and tomato 
garden, with no variety from year to 
year, it should awaken a little 
curiosity. 

Variety adds interest to vegetable 
gardening. Here are a few uncommon 
edibles which can be easily grown: 
leek, a fine onion-like flavorer for 
soups and stews; marrow, delicious 
when sliced and fried; chicory or 
French endive, for winter salads; sal¬ 
sify or oyster plant, a root with a dis¬ 
tinctive flavor which can be left in the 
ground over winter; and there are 
many others. Look for them in the 
new catalog.

Raise seed 


Select a Sheltered Position for the 
Seedbed if Possible, 

Preparing a seedbed properly is a 
big step towards a successful garden. 
It tells the story of how much return 
in the way of plants you are likely to 
get from a packet of seeds and elim¬ 
inates much waste. 

Select a position sheltered from the 
full force of wind and sun if possible. 
Bear in mind that directly under the 
branches of trees is not a good loca¬ 
tion for the drip from the branches 
during rainstorms is likely to wash 
seeds out of the ground. Spade the 
soil thoroughly. It is an excellent plan 
if the soil breaks up with difficulty to

run it through a sieve for the top 
layer. If the soil is heavy lighten it 
by working in torpedo or silver 
sand. Heavy soil that crusts easily is 
a poor medium for seed sowing. It 
should be easily penetrated by the tiny 
root striking downward and the tiny 
leaves pushing upward to the light 
and air. 

It Is not necessary to fertilize the 
seedbed. Fertility is not a requisite 
in producing germination. That comes 
in the later stages. Ordinarily good 
soil -vill do perfectly well. 

If the seedbed necessarily is ex¬ 
posed to the full sweep of wind and 
sun it is an easy matter to erect a 
! temporary fence or shelter to break 
the force of the wind and also an easy 
J matter to improvise a lath screen to 
set over it to break the full force of 
the sun if hot days happen along. To 
break the force of driving rains which 
might wash seeds out of the row, win¬ 
dow screen is excellent. Burlap may 
be laid over the bed until the seeds 
start germinating to serve the same 
purpose and also to prevent too rapid 
evaporation of the moisture. 

With the seedbed carefully pre¬ 
pared, make it a point not to sow the 
seed so thickly that the plants will 
come up in bunches. Sow thinly and 
in the case of seed so fine that it is 
difficult to handle, mix with twice or 
three times it:; bulk uf line sand to 
make thin sowing easier. Space the 
big seeds r > that the plants will not 
touch when they germinate.
